Allen 
declared 
th a t it w as tim e th a t psychological 
experim ents which lead to the court 
room should be stopped. L ufbery 
had adm itted In his confession to 
D istrict A ttorney Z. B. W est Jr., 
th a t he w as interested to a certain 
extent in the psychological reac­ 
tions which would be produced by 
his th re a t letters. H is m ain p u r­ 
pose in w riting them , however, w as 
to gain m oney for publishing and 
selling his works, he declared. 
T he probation hearing for Luf- 
beiV w as launched last 
T hursday 
and, a fte r all w itnesses In the case 
had been heard, the court continued 
til* m atter until today for his ru l­ 
ing.

w as tho first of a series of L en­ 
ten sermons

Gospel.

the Gospel of 
John. 
The sermon yesterday was 
Introductory to the whole series. 
Mr. Schrock said, in part: 
“John was a modernist of his 
day. 
Ho did w hat the m odernist 
of every day tries to do—inter­ 
pret# 
Jesus 
In 
the 
term s 
and 
vocabulary of his day. 
John was 
trying to interpret Jesus to two 
distinct 
groups 
of 
people—both 
Jewish. 
The first was a group 
who held the Alexandrian theo­ 
logy. 
This was an heretical group 
who had practically discarded the 
old Jewish hope of the Messiah 
and had made the Logos the cen­ 
ter of Its philosophy. 
This Logos 
had a variety of meanings. 
He 
w as an Intermediary between God 
and his world.

BY DR. WEBBER 


Dr. E. F. Webber, evangelist, de­ 
livered the sermon in the Gospel 
tabernacle of the Christian Mis­ 
sionary and Alliance church last 
night. 
His subject was “Fifty Bi­ 
ble Signs Recently Fulfilled that 
Prove Christ Will Soon Return,” 
and he approached the topic by 
consideration of the Jew.

“Jerusalem has been destroyed 14 
times and each time it has raised 
its head to life again. 
God said 
He would give Jerusalem to the 
Jew, the chronological date that 
He gave in the Bible was the year 
1917. 
At that time the Turk was

God in His Word tells us just 
how Jerusalem would be restored. 
Isaiah said 2700 years before in 
Isaiah 31:5 as birds flying, so will 
the Lord of Hosts defend Jeru sa­ 
lem defending them also He will 
deliver Jt, and passing over He will 
preserve it. 
“This is just what happened, but 
how did the prophet know it 2700 
years before it took place? 
For 
400 years no Jew ever walked on 
English soil—they had been ban­ 
ished. 
England had persecuted the 
Jew who would have ever thought 
that England would be the nation 
that God would use to deliver Je ­ 
rusalem to the Jews? 
How did 
the prophet know that there would 
be airplanes in 1917 used for war. 
“General 
Allenby 
and 
by 
the 
way, Allenby means God’s man, 
was sent by parliament to take 
Jerusalem, he arrived at the Holy 
City but did not want to fire on 
the Holy city for fear of bringing 
the indignation of the Christian 
world upon himself, he cabled par­ 
liament. 
It replied, ‘use your own 
judgment.’ 
He wired King George 
and he replied, ’Pray.’ They Allen- 
bv ordered a squad of airplanes to 
fly over the Holy city. 
They flew 
over the city and the Turks su r­ 
rendered without the firing of a 
shot, fulfilling the prophet’s words, 
as birds flying. God defended, pre­ 
served and delivered the Holy city. 
Today the return of the Jew s to 
Palestine reads like a fairy tale. 
Millions of dollars from the nations 
that persecuted the Jews are now 
given to help him in the return 
and for the first time the Jews 
have their own flag.”

W ebber 
read 
these 
two 
Scriptures, Luke 21:28: “And when 
these things begin 
to 
come 
to 
pass, then look up, and lift up 
your heads: for your redemption 
draweth nigh;” and Matt. 24:33, 34: 
“So likewise ye, when ye shall see 
all these things, know that it is 
near, even a t the doors. 
Verily I 
say unto you, this generation shall 
not pass away till all things be 
fulfilled.” 
The 
evangelist 
then

We are unable to im­ 
agine how much the Holy One suf­ 
fered in those trying hours. 
“In His tem ptation Jesus is not 
merely a model for us, He is more, 
He is our Substitute. 
“Satan is our accuser, Rev. 12, 
IO, and without a Savior he would 
have 
a 
clear and 
strong 
case 
against us. Christ must act as our 
Substitute, 2 Cor. 5, 21. 
He must 
silence the accuser, Ps. 8, 2: ’That 
thou mlghtest still the enemy and 
the avenger.’ 
That is why .the 
Spirit 
led 
Him 
to 
the 
battle­ 
ground right after His entrance 
upon His public ministry. 
“Jesus is the Stronger Who came 
upon the Strong One. 
"In His temptation He proved 
His superiority. 
Christ was made 
perfect in His temptation, Heb. 2. 
IO. Also subsequently He continued 
to conquer the devil, even so in 
His last

death. 
If He alone had been con­ 
cerned, He would have made quick 
work with the devil, but He acted 
as our Substitute, He took his suf­ 
fering upon Himself to vanquish 
the devil in our stead.

especially, the American school, like 
its predecessor in Europe, w as a 
child of the church and was under 
its influence rather than under the 
Influence of the state. 
“Tho laws of th# Connecticut 
colony required that the pupils be 
given 
*to 
understand 
th* 
main 
grounds 
and 
principles 
of 
the 
Christian religion necessary to sa l­ 
vation’ and ‘to learn some orthodox 
catechism.’ Schoolmasters were re ­ 
quired to catechize the children In 
th* principles of tho Christian re ­ 
ligion and to conduct morning and 
evening prayer. 
Tho earliest col­ 
leges, 
particularly 
Harvard 
and 
Yale, were founded for the pur­ 
pose of preparing young men for 
the ministry. 
Although the em ­ 
phasis on religion was particularly 
strong In tho New England colo­ 
nies, the dominant spirit of the 
early schools In all the colonies 
was religious. 
This condition con­ 
tinued 
approximately 
until 
the 
period of nationalisation. 
Subse­ 
quently to the Revolutionary war 
th* schools gradually became less 
religious, and passed out of the 
control of tho church into the con­ 
trol of the state. 
"Influenced by th* individualism 
of tho eighteenth century, the ed­ 
ucational agencies of th* church 
thought of their work chiefly in the 
term s of individual salvation. 
In ­ 
dividual persons were saved out of 
a world 
which it was thought 
neither possible nor desirable to 
save. 
The Reformation doctrine of 
salvation through faith based upon 
a knowledge of th* Scriptures re­ 
mained firmly fixed in the mind of 
the Protestant church, and had the 
effect of placing th* primary em ­ 
phasis upon a knowledge of the 
Bible as tho means of religious ed­ 
ucation. 
In tho latter part of the 
nineteenth 
century there was 
a 
general substitution of the term 
‘Bible School* for the older term 
'Sunday school.* In many quarters 
there w as a general antipathy to­ 
ward the use of any other than 
biblical m aterial in religious educa­ 
tion, an antipathy that still per­ 
sists. 
Under tho Influence of this 
knowledge aim religious education 
became practically identical with 
religious instruction. 
"At the beginning of the tw enti­ 
eth century there emerged the con­ 
ception of the development of a 
religious 
personality as 
the 
su ­ 
preme aim of religious education. 
This aim shows the influence of 
psychology. 
The school 
became 
pupil-centered rather than curricu­ 
lum -centered. It was perceived that 
this enlarged and vitalized 
aim 
would require tho co-ordination of 
all of tho educational agencies of 
th# church, If not the formulation 
of an entirely new program. Secu­ 
lar education seeks the develop­ 
m ent of the physical, intellectual, 
emotional, 
social, 
aesthetic, 
and 
moral personality; religious educa­ 
tion would complete the process by 
the development of spiritual per­ 
sonality. 
"Through institutions ideas and 
program s got themselves expressed 
and promoted in the world. 
The 
institution gives stability and con­ 
tinuity to a cause. 
The church is 
th# institution through which the 
C hristian view of life and the pro­ 
gram of its Founder get themselves 
expressed and carried out. The In­ 
stitutional aim Involves the train- 
i inc of th# young for membership
